Whiskey Left at Will Dunn’s Home 


Near Andersonville Found to 


Contain 
Strychnine 


PROSECUTOR 
INVESTIGATES 


Oscar Raham, Brother-in-Law, Took 


Drink of it and Has Convul­ 


sions— Life Saved 


The prosecutor of Franklin coun­ 
ty, it has just develope dtodav, lias 
been asked to investigate a myster­ 
ious circumstance 
relative 
to 
the 
mixture 
of 
strychnine 
with some 
whiskey that was left by some 
un­ 
known person at the home of W il- 
liam Dunn, near Andersonville, 
and 
a very small portion of which was 
drunk bv Dunn’s brother-in-law, Os­ 
car Raham, 
nearly 
causing 
his 
death. 
Dr. Henry 
C. M etcalf 
of New 
Salem w a s called when Raham was 
suddenly stricken after drinking the 
whiskey, lie called his father, 
Dr. 
Henry I>. Metcalf, 
in 
consultation 
and found that it was a plain case 
of strychnine poisoning. 
The man 
was saved, but because of the mys­ 
tery surrounding 
the 
introduction 
of the whiskey to the Dunn home, ifc 


w a s sent to the state food and drug 
commissioner. 
W. D. McAbee, state chemist, ex­ 
amined the samples sent by Dr. Met­ 
calf and found 
that 
it contained 
traces of strychnine. 
The whole episode 
is clothed in 
mystery. 
William Dunn, who is 
a 
very old man, had been away from 
home the day previous to that 
on 
which Raham was stricken. He says 
that he brought home nothing 
to 
drink, but the next morning he dis­ 
covered in his buggy two bottles of 
beer and a half pint of whiskey. 
Raham was working at the home 
of Dunn that 
day and 
about four 
o’clock in the afternoon was 
very 
fatigued. 
Dunn sayS that he drank 
the beer when he found it, but that 
he d.id not touch the whiskey. Dunn 
told the physician that Raham look­ 
ed so bad that he gave him a couple 
of drinks out of the bottle of whis­ 
key. 
In twelve or 
fifteen 
minutes 
Raham was 
s t r e t c h e d 
out on 
the 
ground with what the doctors deter­ 
mined was strychnine convulsions. 


J u st what the 
Franklin 
county 


p ro se c u to r 
has 
learned about the 
case is not known, but it was gen­ 
erally felt that 
an 
attempt 
was 
made on Dunn’s lite.

Dr. E. I. Wooden Announces Resi­ 


dents Should Clean up Premises 


to Avoid Embarrassment. 


WOULD 
PREVENT EPIDEMICS 


The city board of health today an­ 
nounced through the secretary. Dr. 
E. I. Wooden, that to save themselves 
any embarrassment, the people ot 
Rushville had better clean up their 
premises because the board i n te n d s 
to make an 
inspection of the 
city 
soon and any unsanitary conditions 
found will have to be remedied. The 
board said that it would compel resi­ 
dents to 
clean up any 
unhealthy 
places that were found. 
Dr. Wooden said 
that this step 
would be made to take every precau­ 
tion against 
epidemics of 
typhoid 
fever or infantile paralysis. 
Since 
an epidemic of the latter disease is 
sweeping Greater New York and a 
few eases have been found in other 
localities, the health board is es­ 
pecially desirous of guarding against 
it. 
Dr. Wooden 
said that 
residents 
should get rid of their manure bins 
and clean up all other refuse about 
their 
places. 
He warned 
against 
throwing garbage 
or any decayed 
animal m atter in alleys.

Death was caused from heart dis­ 
ease.

tack. 
About two weeks 
ago 
he 
was 
overcome while at the fair grounds 
and was brought 
to a 
physician’s 
office here 
where 
he was 
revived. 
Last night after eating supper he 
had an attack but it was not serious 
and thL morning he arose, appear­ 
ing to be in his 
usual health. 
He 
went 
to the 
barn 
preparatory to 
starting the day’s work, 
and after 
harnessing a horse and coming out 
in the barn lot, he dropped to 
his 
knees gasping for breath. 
One of his sons ¿ante hastily 
to 
this eitv after a physician but 
Mr. 
Clevenger lived only a few seconds 
and was dead before medical atten­ 
tion reached 
him. 
A postmortem 
was held, 
showing 
the 
cause 
of 
death. 
Mr. Clevenger was a son 
of the 
late Harvey 
Clevenger 
and 
was 
widely known over the county. 
In 
the recent primary he was a candi­ 
date for the nomination of sheriff on 
the Republican ticket. 
He 
was 
a 
resident of this city and county all 
his 
life. 
He 
is 
survived 
by his 
widow and several children. 
The funeral services will he con­ 
ducted 
Saturday 
morning 
at ten 
o’clock 
at

Students 
and May 
Have to 


Show Their Intentions 


Rushville 
boys with the Indiana 
National Guard on the border may 
get 
to come home within a month, 
according to dispatches today from 
Washington. 
It 
is 
authentically 
stated that college men and organi­ 
zations composed of college students 
will be 
the 
first units to be with­ 
drawn from the border service. 
This means that Battery B, known 
as 
the Purdue university batter}’, 
will be among those to be mustered 
out 
of 
the 
United States service 
about September 1, if conditions at 
the time are not such that will make 
necessary the retention of the whole 
guard. 
\11 boys from here who enlisted 
in the national guard became mem­ 
bers of Battery B. 
They are W al­ 
ter 
Gartin, 
Allan Blacklidge, Dr. 
lale 
Pearsey, 
Frank 
Owens and 
M*ed Beale, Jr. 
At the sim e time since none of the 
tushnlle hoys are students in Pur- 
ue, 
it is possible that they might 
not 
be 
mustered out because the 
statement 
was the war departmen 
ays 
that 
all guardsmen who can 
how 
a bona fide intention of en- 
roling in some institution of learn­ 
ing 
or 
returning to their studies, 
will 
be 
mustered out according to 
this regulation, and a special effort 
will be made to have them enlist as 
members of the officers corps. 
“In this way,” the announcement 
eads ‘advantage will be taken of the 
line material which the college .''.tu- 
dents 
offer; they will be reserved 
material which the college students 
offer; they will be reserved for great 
emergencies 
without 
interference 
with their educational 
development, 
and the national guard will be reliev­ 
ed of embarrassment 
of containing 
units, 
all of which are not to close 
their classrooms.” 
At present there are a great many 
tudents 
among the 
guardsmen 
Several organizations are distinctly 
student, 
organizations, representing 
some 
school or college. 
Hardly a 
arge 
university in America is not 
represented by at least a company. 
Jnless 
these 
men are released in 
time 
to 
resume their fall studies 
many professors will have to close 
their classroom. 
This ruling of the war department 
ill affect a large 
number 
of stu­ 
dents from Indiana colleges and uni- 
ersities, who are with the Indiana 
troops in Texas. 
It will also permit 
racticallv 
the entire 
Bloomington 
company 
to return home, and will 
Iso permit the students who make 
up 
the 
Lafayette 
battery to get 
back in time for the opening of Pur­ 
due university. 
Officials of the 
war 
department 
ere told that this distinction 
of 
students 
would 
raise 
the cry 
of 
preference 
and 
that 
workingmen 
would say that the students were the 
beneficiaries of discrimination. 
“These young men,” said the of­ 
ficial, “are in the formative period 
of their lives. Any interference wdth 
their studies will warp their careers. 
The border service is merely a tem­ 
porary loss to other members of the 
guard. 
Provision is made in the depart­ 
ment’s plan for the student’s enroll­ 
ment as members of the officers re­ 
serve corps,

Yesterday was the hottest day of 
the year up to that time, according 
to the government

96 degrees at about one o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon. 
The mercury had 
a good start upward in the tube this 
morning, and it was at first believed 
it would not surpass the 96 mark of 
yesterday.

ville show ed.a similar temperature 
and many

showed 
even a 
greater heat yesterday. At least one 
thermometer in the business district 
showed 96 degrees yesterday.

Philander M. Witters of Near Miiroy 


Slashes Throat 
With 
Razor 


and Then a Saw 


ATTEMPTS 
UNSUCCESSFUL 


Recently Declared Insane Because 


of Worry Over Financial Mat­ 


ters— To be Taken Away 


Philander 
M. 
W itters, 
recently 
declared insane and u n d e r guardian­ 
ship in the circuit court, this morn­ 
ing made two unsuccessful attempts 
'to commit 
suicide by 
cutting 
his 
throat, at his home a short distance 
west of Miiroy. 


Mr. Witters, who is about sixty 
years of age. has a weakened mind 
due to worry over financial matters. 
It is said that he once owned a farm 
near Miiroy and that he had lost it 
all. 


Mr. Witters firsjt 
tried 
to slash 
his throat with a razor this morn­ 
ing, but it was taken from him be­ 
fore he did himself very great harm. 
In the meantime 
Sheriff 
Cavitt 
had been called from this city be­ 
cause Mr. W itters had become vio­ 
lent. 
It is said that after the sheriff 
arrived the aged man snatched up a 
hand saw and tried to fini>li him­ 
self. _ 
He did not injure himself greatly 
with the saw 
before it was 
taken 
away 
from 
him. 
Because 
of his 
signs of insanity 
displayed 
today, 
Mr. Witters 
will 
be 
taken to the 
Southeastern 
insane 
hospital 
at 
Madison in the 
morning 
by 
the 
heriff. 


Mr. W itters was 
lately 
declared 
insane because 
it was not believed 
that he was capable of attending to 
lis affairs. 
After the inquest deter­ 
mined his mind 
was 
not right, 
a 
guardian was appointed. 


Mr. W itters lived at the home 
of 
his daughter, Mrs. 
Ruth Huey. 
It 
is said that 
he 
once 
before 
a t­ 
tempted tc^take his life but did 
not 
injure himself badly and that he has 
on several/ occasions since that time 
openly (threatened to take his life. 


The jury in the case of the City of 
Rushville against Roy Bev-er, to col­ 
lect a penalty for operating an au­ 
tomobile with the muffler open, re­ 
turned a verdict for Bever after be­ 
ing out for over an hour.

traces of strychnine. 


The whole episode is clothed in 


mystery. William Dnnn, who is a 
very old man, had been away from 
home the day previous to that on 
which Raham. was stricken. He says 
that he brought lioine nothing 
to 


drink, but the next morning he dis- 
covered in bis buggy two bottles of 
beer and a half pint of whiskey. 


Raham was working at the home 


of Dunn that day and a'bout four 
o'clock in the afternoon was 
very 


fatigued. Dunn says that he drank 
the beer when he found it, but that 
he did not touch the whiskey. Dunn 
told the physician that Raham look- 
ed so bad that lie gave him a couple 
of drinks out of the bottie of whis- 
kev.
